The foreign secretary made the follow-

It is somewhat amazing even to think 
of India as a place of open competition between 
Japanese merchants and English merchants. 
And Japan does not intend to pursue a policy 
of watchful waiting toward China and the far east. 
“We hope,” says the Nichi Nichi, “that our gov- 
ernment authorities will not repeat the mistakes of 
America in dealing with Mexico.” 
For Japan feels that she deserves more than ea 
place in the family of nations. She wants to sit 
at the head of the table, in the big easy chair. She 
is prepared, according to one editorial writer, to do 
unreasonable things that she may be in a position, 
as England now is, to be reasonable. 


LEADERSHIP FROM A LEADER. 
Representative James R. Mann’s striking and 
timely speech on national defense reveals in him a 
capacity for clear and courageous leadership that 
will surprise those who have come to believe his tal- 
ents lay only in parliamentary tactics and his serv- 
ice in checking loose legislation and ill considered 
expenditure. 

The speech of Tuesday was an utterance of states- 
manship showing exactly the firm acceptance of fact 
that is so grievously needed at this critical moment 


this need. It calls for emphatic, considered guid- 
ance, for real leadership. It is sick of vacillation, 
of half truths, of inconsistent programs and policies, 
of shifting compromise. It is tired of represéenta- 
tives who are waiting to hear from their constitu- 
ents before they make up their alleged minds. They 
want their representatives to do a little thinking for 
themselves, to face facts, all the facts available, and 
to act decisively for the nation. 

The Republican leader in the house sees the con- 
dition of the world, and he does not shut his eyes 
upon it because it may not meet his approval. He 
sees the situation in which our country finds itself, 
and he does not shirk its implications and possibili- 
ties. This is the business of the statesman, and Rep- 
resentative Mann has done himself honor and his 
countrymen a greatly needed service by speaking out 
with force, uncompromising sound sense, and patri- 
otic foresight. No man in congress has stated the 
fundamentals of a defense policy with such simplic- 
ity and clarity as Representative Mann. Against 
his essential assertions even the position of Secre- 
tary Garrison appears as an inexcusable tampering 
with vital measures. 

In the wake of Representative Mann’s strong ut- 
terance there should follow an effective consolidation 
of defense sentiment in and out of congress. Espe- 
cially there should be no further dilly-dallying 
among the Republicans, and we may be sure that if 
a vigorous policy and thoroughgoing program are 
promptly disclosed by the Republican minority there 
will be a highly desirable stiffening of the Demo- 
cratic backbone and the danger of a congressional 
fiasco in defense legislation will disappear. 

Minority Leader Mann has struck the note. It 
will ring over the country. Where there has been 
uncertainty it will bring decision, 

The speech is especially important in that it 
points out without hesitancy or disguise that what 
the nation needs is not defense ten years hence but 
now. Mr. Wilson’s efforts to avoid the accusation 
of jingoism, to give no offense, and to justify his 
compromise with vociferous pacifism and false econ- 
omy in his party have led him to understate the per- 
ilous possibilities of our immediate situation and to 
encourage the uninformed and unthinking optimism 
which has prevented proper defense hitherto. The 
Republican leader has rebuked this attitude, and 
with good reason. If this session adjourns without 
taking measures for a prompt expansion of our de- 
fense on land and sea it will be gambling with dis- 
aster, and with less excuse than almost any congress 
in the long history of our unpreparedness, 

The Democratic program as thus far disclosed is 
to provide a minimum of defense. No clear, coura- 
geous, practical dealing with this overshadowing 
need is promised. On the contrary, although theo- 
retically the need is admitted, there are only half 
measures proposed, with the excuse that the people 
will not accept full medsureg. 

Representative Mann has done well to challenge 
this weak folly. The American people want the 
truth and will support all that the truth justifies. 
It, is the high duty of their representatives not to 
deceive them, coddle them, or feebly abide, their de- 
mand. It is the duty of their representatives to face 
the facts, whether they be pleasant or unpleasant 
facts, and to take such measures as knowledge and 
sound judgment dictate, not as ignorance, sentimen- 
tality, and stupid tradition suggest. 


A DAY FOR THE JEWISH VICTIMS 
OF THE WAR. 

The president of the United States by proclama- 
tion has set today for special consideration of the 
terrible sufferings of people of the Jewish faith in 
the war stricken districts of Europe. The gener- 
ous heart of America will not harden itself to such 
an appeal. Probably no class in Europe has suf- 


suffered so much. 

There is an especially large Jewish population in 
the regions where war's devastation has been the 
worst, in Poland and Galicia, which have been swept 
by wave after wave of battling hosts. And the 
Jews have suffered with less reason, less consola- 
tion, less hope than any other victims. It is doubt- 
ful if there has been any fate more terrible than 
theirs in the tragic annals of their race and faith, 
or in the whole history of war’s devastation. We 
in fortunate America may, well give what succor 
we can to a people who are bearing today so heavy 
a burden of death, suffering, and destitution. 

The Jews of America do not often give their non- 
Jewish fellow Americans an opportunity to help 
Jewish unfortunate, for Jewish charity is a model 
of organized liberality. But in this case there should 
be and will be no thought of faith or race, only 
the thought of a great need and of innumerable 
hands stretched forth to us out of the deepest dark- 
bess.

No one of us 

would be allowed so much excitement in 

cur homes. Three days in the week is 

quite enough for both nurses and pa- 

tients. One visitor keeps the whole ward 
alert and anxious.”’ 

On Christmas day twenty-four patients 
died in Cook county hospital, The day 
after Christmas Dr. Vaughan, assistant 
warden, summarized hie conclusions in the 
phrase—Talked to death. 

The above letter expresses the opinion 
of one of the patients. It would be more 
accurate to say that it expresses the opin- 
ion of the great majority of the patients. 
There are a few patients in every large 
ward who, with time hanging heavily on 
their hands and in nogreat bodily discom- 
fort, welcome visiting days and the en- 
tertainment, amusement, diversion, and 
excitement furnished. There ie a smaller 
number so self-centered that they cannot 
become interested in their neighbors, who 
are bettered by being lifted out of them- 
selves by visiting day. These are the mi- 
pority. The great majority are harmed 
by visiting day and some are killed by it. 

_ 

For instance, take the pneumonic:s—an 
important group at this season of the 
year. For pneumonia there ie no specific. 
Every patient with pneumonia is faced 
with this question, Is there vitality enough 
in me to outlast ten daysof intense poison- 
ing by pneumonia toxin? Which brings 
with it another question: How can I 
conserve my reserve stock of strength so 
that at the end of ten days’ paying out 
I may still have a little left in the bank? 

Visiting day with its noise, excitement, 
ard crowds checks against this savings 
account, and the sick person is helpless. 
He may refrain from talking or he may 
not be disturbed by his own visitors, but 
he cannot spare himeebt the wear of vis- 
itors tothe ward. However careful these 
are they make some noise, and noise is 
wearing on a desperately sickhman. They 
cause some excitement and they disturb 
the routine of life. When the day of crisis 
comes the chance that the heart will be 
able to outlast the poison will not be sp 
good as it would have been had there been 
no visiting deys. 

There are many other diseases in which 
at some time during their course the quee- 
tion of life or death Js delicately poised. 
In every large hospital there are alwaysa 
few patients in a physical state where a 
few hours of conservation of energy will 
land them on the road to convalescence or 
a few hours of noise and excitement will 
send them in the other direction. The 
physiciane know that, the patients know 
it. the people at large should know it, and 
act on it. To do so is a service that we 
should be willing to render our unknown 
fellow man.

M. H. F. writes: ‘I am 71 years old 
and suffer a great deal with cramping of 
the muscles of my legs when in bed, es- 
pecially so if I get too cold for comfort. 


What can I do to remedy the situation? |

REPLY. 

Since cramps usually result from some toxic 
condition, it would be neceasary to knqw more 
about your condition before giving you defi- 
nite information. If the poison is due to over- 
work of muscles that are out of training, or 
to deficient blood supply, then the pain ise best 
relieved by rest, hot bathe, and by energetic 
massage, together with passive stretching of 
the mueciles. If the cramps result from a toxin 
produced by intestinal or stomach 
proper diet, together with an alkaline carmina- 
tive draught at bedtime will almost always 
prove effective. When massaging and rubbing 
is resorted to, one of the various liniments may 
be employed with benefit. They materially aid 
in the fubbing and produce an after sensation 
of warmth to the skin. 

If the arterial system is involved it may be 
necessary to use iodides and nitrates internally. 
In many cases they prove helpful. In your 
case, in addition, it may be necessary to resort 
to the use of artificial heating—hot bricks, hot 
water in rubber bags, small stone jugs, or 
glass bottles, and for you to wear flannel sieep- 
ing clothing.

In most cases such as yours it is necessary 
to remove the cause of constant irritation. It 
is probably an anatomical deformity, the result 
of tearing or stretching. There is a possibility 
that you need a curettage. If there is a tear, 
it may be necessary to perform an operation 
to cure this also. After this has been done, 
local treatment will cure the discharge.

The grandezza constitutes the real 
patriciate of Spain. Some of its members 
possess scores of titles and others no 
titles at all. To belong thereto indicates 
as a general rule the possession of an- 
cient and historic lineage and blue blood. 
Nobillary titles, per se, do not carry with 
them the grandezza, and while it is gen- 
erally accorded with dukedoms there are 
plenty of Spanish dukes who are not 
grandees, — 

It is heritable through the distaff side 
of the house. But the prerogatives of the 
grandezza cannot be exercised until the 
grandee has been initiated by the sover- 
eign and by his fellow grandees at a cere- 
mony known as the almohada, which, 
literally translated, signifies ‘‘ taking pos- 
session of the cushion,”’ meaning that the 
new grandee becomes endowed with the 
right of taking his seat, and remaining 
seated with his hat on, in the presence 
of the monarch, thereby indicating that 
he has become the latter’s peer. 

The grandezza was first instituted by 
Emperor Charles V. in 1520 on his return 
from Germany after being crowned em- 
peror. Wishing to imitate Charlemagne, 
he created twelve grandees or peers. To- 
day there are about 280 of them, and 
among their prerogatives is that of serv- 
ing the sovereign as chamberlain. In 
fact, thére are always a number of the 
grandezza in attendance on the king 
every day at his palace. Formerly the 
grandees were divided into several 
classes. Today there is but one class, so 
that the designation of ‘‘ grandee of the 
first class’ no longer has any meaning.

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PENNY LUNCHROOMS. 

Chicago, Jan. 22.—[To the Friend of the 
People,j--Your article on the different 
lunchrooms of our city high schools print- 
paper was read by us 
with great interest, but we are equally in- 
terested in those operated by the school 
board and wouyld like to know why a like 
report from them was not given.

The board of education is operating twenty- 
six penny lunchrooms in as many elementary 
schools. These lumchrooms are operated for 
the purpose of giving adequate food to children 
in neighborhoods where proper care !s not given 
to their feeding in the morning and at noon. 
In many school districts {n the city both father 
and mother are employed and many children 
come to school with inadequate breakfasts 
‘and are obliged to go home in many cases and 
provide their own lunch, which is usually un- 
wisely chosen and poorly prepared. There is 
not much wisdom in attempting to teach a 
child with an empty stomach. These lunch- 
rooms for the most part give a sandwich, often 
with bologna sausage, sometimes with peanut 
butter or other spread, for a penny at recess 
time in the morning. At noon a hot lunch is 
given, consisting of a bowl of good rich soup 
and two slices of bread, or the equivalent in 
crackers, for one penny. 

The board of education furnishes the equip- 
ment and pays the attendants in the lunch- 
rooms. It aims to make only the cost of the 
food from the children’s pennies. The popu- 
larity of these penny lunches among the chil- 
dren is shown by the fact that in one school 
situated in the Italian district there were fed. 
on Monday of this week 4,180 children.

Prosecutor Ignores Test. 

This demonstrated, according to the 
witneds, how the Eastland would have 
ested if it had been afloat. Then enough 
water was scooped out to leave the boat 
aground on the bottom of the box and 
held up by the cords. The weights were 
again placed on the outer side, causing 
jt to roll over. This time the keel was 


out several inches from the side of the 


box. 

This Hutchison said, was an established 
principle in mechanics and caused him to 
believe the Eastland was aground when 
it tipped over, because its keel was sev- 
eral feet from the dock. 3 

The government ignored the demonstra- 
tion ag an absurdity. District Attorney 
Charies F. Clyne confined his cross ex- 
amination of Hutchison to questions con- 
cerning his quelification to discuss marine 
engineering and naval architecture. 
Hutchison said he knew nothing of these 


subjects. 

Captain and Inspector Testify. 

Three defendants testified during the 
day. They were Capt. Harry Pedersen, 
master of the Eastland at the time of the 
disaster; Robert Reid and Charles C. 
Eckliff of Grand Haven, federal inspec- 
tors of bulls and boilers respectively. 

Reid admitted under cross examination 
that no deck measurements had been 
made on the Eastland when its passenger 
carrying capacity was increased to 2,500.

He also said he had driven across the 
sidewalk near his home almost every day 
for eighteen months and that other city 
teamsters had made a practice of doing 
the same thing. He said the policeman 
who arrested him said he was compelled 
to “‘ carry out orders."

“Higher Ups” In Modern rine 
“Industry” Poriled by 


Investigation, 


Chicago's newest crime industry—the 
wholesale theft of automobilesa—is being 
investigated by the January grand jury. 

Simultaneously with the issuance of 
subpoenas for the appearance of several 
insurance men before the inquisitorial 
body, State’s Attorney Hoyne and Chief 
of Detectives Hunt went into conference 
and devised ways and means to prevent 
a repetition of last year’s record of 2,185 
stolen cars. 

Before the investigation is finished cer- 


owners, as well as professional bonds- 


or two may be criticised for showtnyg 
leniency to thieves, It is not improbable 
that a certain lawyer and a court clerk 
may be asked to explain how one notori- 
ous auto thief was anabled to appeal to 
the pardon board as a first offender and 
succeeded in having four years of a five 
year sentence lopped off after court rec- 
ords were altered. 


Handicaps of the Police, 


Statistics compiled by THE TRIBUNE | 


show that it is almost impossible for po- 
lice to apprehend this modern thief un- 
less he is actually taken in the car. Even 
then the prosecution is handicapped by 
the appearance of influential politicians 
who swear “the boy heretofore bore a 
good reputation and was only taking a 
joy ride and intended returning the ma- 
chine when he was through with it.” 

These figures—2,185 stolen and 1,776 re- 
cove with 410 of the crop of 1915 still 
missing+shows the rapid rate at which 
this new thieving industry has e~-own. 
The figures substantiate the contention 
of expert detectives and automobile in- 
surance men that “the second story 
men,” oe dips,”’ rT) prowlers,”’ “* atickup 
men,’’ and “* peter men " have abandoned 
their old lines and have taken up this 
eae form of outlawry. Where the 
“old game is 1 pulled,"’ assert, 
a double hone ocariiinalions he- 
causé a stolen automobile invariably is 
used in transporting thievés to and from 
the scene of robberies. 

How the Thefts Grow. 

The following table shows the growth 

of the industry:

Of the thirty-three still missing out of 
the 1913 crop, twenty-two were Fords. 
The missing list of 1914 shows 99 Fords 
out of 131 cars, and there are 298 Fords 
among the 410 cars missing for 1915. 
These figures may explain why 90 per 
cent of the insurance companies now re- 
fuse to write policies against the theft of 
that brand of car.

The number of arrests—ninety-two—and 
the few convictions seem small to the ob- 
server who bears in mind that 2,185 cars 
were stolen and considers the fact that 
invariably two or more men are involved 
in the theft of an automobile—but to a 
irained detective like Capt. Hunt it is 
gratifying. He and those associated with 
him are able to appreciate the difficulty 
of “ getting the goods” on this type of 
thief. 


How They Escape. 

If he is chased by police he simply 
“opens her wide” and takes bigger 
chances on killing pedestrians in a mad 
race than the police will take. If the 
chase becomes too hot the thief drives into 
the shrubbery of a park or darts into 
some dark street or alley and abandons 
the car. If the car escapes the view of 
the pursuing the thief telephones to some 
garage owner—frequently an accomplice 
—that “‘my car broke down and I want 
you to tow it in to your garage.” 

Or, the thief may personally drive the 
machine into the garage. If the garage

The respect in which these two men are 
held by automobile club officials and au- 
tomobile ingurance men is siown by the 
fact that a long petition was presented 
to Capt. Huat to retain them in their pres- 
ent posts when the recent changes were 
made in the bureau. Cast. Hunt told his 
petitioners frankly that he appreciated 
the worth of the automobile squad and 
had no intention of removing them. 


Hunt Has New Plan. 

Capt. Hunt has evolved a new plan for 
the protection of owners. He figures 
that a stolen car which has been ‘' worked 
on” for ten minutes by a thief cannot be 
identified except by an expert. He knows 
one real estate man who rents at least 
thirty-five barns to men of questionable 
character, and says numerous stolen cars 
have been recovered from these barns. 
In fact, some of the stolen cars have 
borne license plates issued by the owner 
of the barns. He knows also that in 
some instances stolen cars have remained 
stored in certain barns as high as two 
months. 

Detectives’ Plan of Work. 

He has worked out the following rem- 
edy: Two detective sergeants have been 
assigned from each police station in the 
city to pay daily visits to barns and see

Suspicion centered on Lynch, but hie 
‘ong service in the department and his 
record for integrity and efficiency led the 
postoffice inspectors to believe that their 
clews had started them on the wrung trail. 
They found that Lynch had been in the 
department for more than fifteen years, 
with a perfect record. He had risen from 
the ranke on merit alone. 


TRAP SET FOR THIEF. 

’ “* Keep after it,"’ Gen. Stuart tnstructed 
them, “ but make absolutely sure of your 
man before you make an arrest. Ican't 
believe that Lynch is the man, but he 
may be.” } am 

So marked coins were placed in the 
mails to pass through Lynch's hands last 
week. Inspectors watched the coins re- 
ceived at the office of the postal cashier. 
Under usual circumstances the coins so 
marked should have been accounted for 
by Monday night, but Monday night 
passed and they failed to appear. | 

Two days were passed in tracing them 
and yesterday as Lynch was leaving his 
office just before 6 o'clock he was arrested 
and taken before Gen. Stuart. 


‘TRIFLING,” LYNCH ASSERTS. 

“T can't say anything until I have seen 
my lawyer,” Lynch said. “It’s a trifling 
sort of affair, but it may turn out to be: 
very serious now.” 

After being questioned by Gen. Stuart. 
Lynch was taken before United States 
Commissioner Mark A. Foote last night 
and was held to the grand jury in bonds 
of $2,000. a 

“I heave known Lynch for fifteen 
years,” Gen. Stuart said after the ar- 
rest. ‘“‘ When he was brought in by the 
inspectors I said to him, ‘ Lynch, this’ 
office has never been known to arrest an 
inmocent man, and we are proud of that 
record. But I hope that this time we have. 
spoiled that record.’ : 

“ Then the inspectors showed me their 
conclusive evidence, and I knew that no 
mistake had been made. As the evidencs 
hed piled up I had hoped against hope 
that we were on the wrong track. Lynch 
ie a valuable man, efficient and a hard 
worker. It’s too bad.’’ 


P, 0. OFFICIALS SHOCKED. 
Postoffice officials were shocked by the 
news of Lynch's arrest. Gen. Stuart and 
his men had worked quietly without ds- 
cussing the case with any of the operat- 
ing officers in the department, not even 
Postmaster Danie! A. Campbell. Mr. 
Campbell had left the office when the 
arrest was made, but Frank H. Galbraith, 
superintendent of mails, and George A. 
Gasman, to whom Lynch was an imme- 

diate subordinate, were in their offices, 

“Lynch was a capable and efficient 
man,” Mr. Galbraith said. “ He had su- 
pervision over canceled mails, which come 
chiefly from mail order houses. 

“ Lynch has had a great deal of sick- 
ness in his family lately, bul we never 
suspected that he could become involved 
in such a case. I believe he owne his 
home in Morgan Park.”

The B. F. Goodrich company made in 
the year ended Dec. 31, 1915, a banner 
record ofearnings. While the full annual 
report has not yet been preparea, a eum- 
mary issued yesterday shows that net 
profits applicable to the common stock 
were approximately $7,400,000, being 
equa? to 121-3 per cent on that issue of 
$60,000,000. This compares with 4.12 per 
cent in 1914, when nothing was paid, and 
33 per cent in 1913, when the payment 
of a 1 per cent dividend resulted in a 
deficit for the year of $100,253. 

In 1915 the charges against income 
were extremely liberal. The reserves for 
depreciation and other charges were 
trebled over those of 1914 and 1913.
